Contents of Note Revealed 
to Foreign Ambassadors, 
and They Are Convinced 
It Means Entire Change of 
Policy on Part of United 
States in Regard to Mexico 


Washington, March 8 —General Car- 
ranza has been informed in a note 
from the United States government 
that unless there is an improvement in 
conditions with respect to foreigners 
and their interests in Mexican terri- 
tory under his control, such steps as 
may be necessary will be taken by the 
American government to obtain the 
desired protection. 

The note is the strongest and most 
emphatic document that has been sent 
by the Washington government to 
Mexico since the correspondence with 
Huerta a year ago. Carranza is warn- 
e4 that the United States has viewed 
with deep concern the growing com- 
plaints made by foreigners generally 
against his administration of affairs, 


and ‘now, in effect, demands an early 


change. 

The contents of the communication 
were revealed to several ambassadors 
and several ministers here, who ex- 
pressed satisfaction at its urgent lan- 
euage.' Some regarded it as an entire 
change of policy toward Mexico on the 
part of the United States. 

American Consul Silliman should 
have presented the note to Carranza 
today. A copy of it was sent to the 
Brazilian minister at Mexico City to 
be shown.te General Obregon, the.Car- 
ranza commander.

No Cargoes Will Be Allow- 


ed to Go to Enemy Ports. 
Concession Is Made to 
Neutral Shippers. 


Washington. March 8.—Formal 
tice of the treatment to be acco 
American cotton by Great Britain ana 
her allies in the execution of their de- 
clared intention to stop all commerce 
to and from enemy countries was given 
today in a statement issued by the 
British embassy. All cargoes consignh- 
ed directly to ports of an enemy will 
be stopped, but as to shipments to net- 
tral European countries the 
said the following arrangement 
been made in London.

At the embassy it was explained that 
this arrangement, announced in re- 
sponse to appeals of American ship- 
pers anxiouS over the status of thelr 
cotton already on dock awaiting ship- 
ment or actually at sea bound for lku- 
rope Was temporary merely and would 
superseded by the British order in 
council putting into effect the new 
general retaliation policy to be insti- 
tuted against Germauy. Embassy .of- 
ficials construed the arrangement as 
a concession to neutral shippers, 
Premiér Asquith in announcing the 
new policy on March 1 merely said: 
“The treatment of vessels and cargoes 
which have sailed before this date will 
not be affected.’’

There is also another feature to the situ- 
ation which is more significant. That 
that some, if not many of these 600 men felt 
themselves physically unable to perform 
the routine that is demanded on the average 
farm. Softened probably by desk work or 
citv life, used to the feel of the pavements 
instead of the rough earth, their muscles 
flabby and their wind short, they naturally 
turned tail at the suggestion that they go 
back, en bloc, to the farm. 

This brings out a point that not every 
man is fit for farm life, just as every man 
is not naturally fit for city life. Farming 
is a trade, or a trained occupation, just as

is bookkeeping. Put the farmer down to 
the bookkeeper’s desk, and he- would be 
helpless. Put the bookkeeper out on the 


farm and he would be almost so. 

The fault with most American slogans, 
and “Back to the farm” is one of them, is 
that they are too sweeping, too indiscrimi- 
nate. It is better to pick your man to go 
back to the farm, to acquaint him with what 
he must expect and to train him for his 
job, just as-it would be merciful if we could 
place an embargo upon the country people 
who flock to the cities. The idea that is 
prevalent, that any American can go out on 
a plot of ground and dig out a livelihood is 
a fallacy. Just as big and more cruel a 
is the delusion of the countryman 
that he can, by some mysterious magic, suc- 
ceed quickly in the city without previous 
experience.

an when Mrs. William King (her pen name 


, “Aunt Susie”) passed into the great beyond, 


March 7.. There were women writers before 
her—women, who, when the spirit moved 
them. wrote of the themes that pleased them; 
wrote poems, and expressed the accomplish- 
ment they had in occasional publications, but 
Mrs. King for forty years was 
journalist. 

Thirty years ago, when there were very 
few women journalists in the country, and 
in the south, she conducted an able and in- 
teresting department in The Weekly Consti- 
tution. She forcefully illustrated the spirit 
of the “old south,” so ready to meet the de- 
mands of the “new south,’ and that in the 
mergency of reconstruction days. Born in 
a family of aristocratic lineage, and reared 


with every advantage given the southern 
lady of her time, she met,.the reverses of 
fortune that came to her after the war with 
that willingness and courage that marked 
her long life of active service in its every 
relation, whether that of her home, her 
church, her public activities; and beauti- 


fully graced the profession she had adopted. 
Her Fidelity to Duty. 

Her professional career was not only 
marked by success, but illustrated @ fidel- 
ity to duty that was most edifying to every 
writer, voung or old, with whom she came 
in contact. Whenever there was the oc- 
casion when she could not personally pro- 
duce the manuscript for her department in 


The Weekly Constitution, she directed its 
composition. Her devotion to duty was un- 
failing. 


When the Atlanta Woman's club was or- 
ganized Mrs. King was among the first to 
join: she had followed the organizations of 
clubs in other parts of the country; she had 
had correspondence with the founder of all 
women's clubs, Jemnie June Croley, and 
therefore, was a most valuable and inspir- 
ing member in the first club started by At- 
lanta women nineteen years ago. Mrs. King 
several times declined the presidency of the 
club, but was the chairman of the executive 
board until she left Atlanta. She was for 
a number of years president of the Wom- 
an’s’ Press club of Georgia, which had been 


organized by Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon (now 
Mrs. John Donaldson), and she was for 
twenty years. Georgia’s representative in 


the National Woman's Press association. 
In Home and Church. 


While Mrs. King so generously allied her- 
self with the new organizations markins 
the progressive life of the women of the new 
south, and so faithfully performed her pro- 
fessional duties, she never relinquished the 
higher duties of her home and her church 
She was one of the leading spirits in the 
Sunday school of the First Methodist church; 
a member of the Foreign and Home Mis- 
sionary societies, and a woman who presided 
with charming grace and finish in. her own 
home. 

During the existence of the Womans 
Press club of Georgia she entertained the 
members each year when the annual meet- 
ings took place here, and her receptions 
reflected not only hospitality of spirit, but 


art of detail, characteristics which mark the 


woman born to reign as queen in the home. 


Summing up Mrs. King’s service, whenever 
the call was made her record is one of a 
fidelity to obligation, whether in the home 
or in the reach out of the home. it may be 
said of her that her career was a shining 
light that inspired the many women who 
came in touch with her, and that her life 


was the expression of the highest qualities 
of Christian womanhood.

In 1908, the southern carriers issued an 
interchangeable 1,000-mile ticket, good upon 
any of the southeastern lines, and this mile- 
age book was placed on sale in the ticket 
offices of the Southern railway, the Seaboard 
Air Line and the Atlantic Coast Line, in 
New York and Philadelphia. 

The Pennsylvania railroad competes with 
the southern lines for a large amount of this 
business via the Ohio river gateways, so that 
line immediately began to demand the with- 
Grawal of these interchangeable mileage 
books from sale, particularly in New York. 

On June 1, 1910, the Southern railway, 
Seaboard and Coast Line withdrew the books 
from their eastern offices, but continued the 
mileage exchange ticket arrangement. 

Finally, the Southern railway determined 
that it was violating no law in the sale of 
its own transportation in its own offices, no 


matter where located, so on October 9, 1914, 
these tickets were again placed on gale in 
New York and Philadelphia.

Hardwick, P. T. M., Southern railway, testi- 
fied that line is entirely willing that the 
public may enjoy the fullest benefits accru- 
ing from the use of their lowest fare, the 
mileage book. It is a lawful ticket and no 
arbitrary conditions should surround its use. 

Mr. Dixon is not entireiv correct in an- 
other statement he made in the interview. He 
says “Baltimore has offered to withdraw 
that protest.” It is significant, in view of 
the fact that this interview was published 
practically two weeks after the commission 
heard the case. 

As counse! for the protestants, the Mer- 
ehants and Manufacturers association of 
Baltimore, I have been in touch with every 
phase of this case and while an offer was 
made to the commission to withdraw the 
protest, it was only because of a desire on 
my part to file a formal complaint instead 
of proceeding to trial upon an investigation 
and suspension docket case, so that the is- 
sues might be broadened and the conditions 
at every point be considered as well as those 
at Baltimore. The commission decided to 
proceed with the hearing, but did broaden 
the issues, allowing testimony from all sec- 
tions to be taken. 

It will be remembered that this case comes 
before the commission by reason of the sus- 
pension of certain tariffs containing the ob- 
jectionable rules. 

You are abgolutely correct in your analy- 
sis of the situation and this letter is solely 
to acquaint you with the facts.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 
By GEORGE FilCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


It is too cold in winter to enjoy balloon 
ascensions or aeroplane exhibitions. But 
during the frigid season just passed, none of 
us has minded this. We have all been able 
to watch the price of wheat. 

When the perspiring farmer had stuffed 
the last sack of wheat into his granary after 
the harvest of 1914, the price of wheat was 
around eighty cents a bushel. At this price, 
prosperity reigns, the sale of automobiles to 
the farmer is very heavy, and the price of 
bread has to be increased because of labor 


costs or some other reason than the price ol 


flour. 

There were over $00,000,000 bushels of 
wheat in the U. S. A. waiting to be sold at a 
a price of 80 cents a bushel last summer, and 
everyone was well content except the farm- 
ers who had raised oats. But when the great 
war was declared, wheat began to try for 
an altitude record. It crossed the $1.90 mark 
late in January. going strongly and unless 
peace gets into Europe by unguarded 
side door this spring, it will yet sell for $2.00 
a bushel. 

There was a time when the price of wheat 
was the most important thing in the world. 
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it is the soaring price of ftuxuries which is 
filling us with unmitigated woe, 


The nearest approach to a revolution [ng- 
land has had in two cenfturtes was over the 
price of wheat. But in those days the com- 
mon citizen was supposed to earn only 
enough money to buy himself bread, and if 
he hud’ anything left over, the mistake was 
rectified by new taxes. Today, with wheat 
higher than it has been since the civil war, 
the struggle between organized baseball and 
the Federal league iS arousing twice as 
much interest and ten times as much ill- 
feeling. 

This is because the bread bill of the ordi- 
nary American citizen today isn’t as big as 
his cigar bill. Seven busnets of wheat a 
year is more than one man's share in this 
country. We wouid head riots and Overturn 
the administration if the price of moving 
pictures or street car rides was raised to 
10 cents, but we respectfully decline to vell 
to yon high heaven because our'‘bread bill is 


7 cents more per week. Life is too short to 
produce said yell when all our strength 


is required to Kick over a $1.50 rise in our 
personal taxes. 

The April price of wheat will make many 
farmers very rich and will cause them to 
spend enough money to inject a little confi- 
dence into American business which is just 
beginning to take its tail from between its 


legs, in a cautious way. But it will not

With darkness falling over the flat coun- 
try and the buildings becoming shadowy the 
correspondents walked away from the cover 
of a village with an officer with the rattle 
of a machine gun growing louder toward the 
trench. Whenever anyone goes near the 
front he is bound to hear the machine gun 
even in this quiet sipot of the British front. 

“They can’t be 'firing at any definite 
Object in the dark?’ queried a correspond- 
ent. t 

“Perhaps—perhaps not,” the officer re- 
plied. “The gun igs laid for the top of their 
trench, We don't hold down the fire tog 
much, as we want the Germans to know we 
are on deck.” 

Flares From the German Trenches. 
“Are we in bullet range yet?’ was asked. 
‘Rather—five hundred yards. That's why 

we dont walk up in fhe day time. The 
flares you see are going up from the German 
trenches,” replied the officer. 

These flares, like Fourth of July rockets, 
threw a glare over the sodden fields and re- 
vealed the faces of the correspondents and the 
‘officer and outlined their figures. “In that 
way they keep watch to see that we are not 
creeping up for an attack,” the officer added. 
Another 390 vards of plunging In mud and 
the correspondents descended into the ‘wet 
earth behind tiers of. sand bags and were 
walking on a boardwalk at the bottom of a 
great ditch. ‘The commanding officer pulled 
aside a curtain and a lieutenant Came out 
of his cellar, looking neat enough for a 
parade. Neatness under any condition is a 
point with the British officer, and he keeps 
his men up to it. It is amazing how Thomas 
Atkins, in this sea of mud, keeps clear of it.
